DK Distances -- A Conflict a 

Since the Standards column vas first. developed to hash out problens 
of our orcanization, we must consider sonethinge which hes been brought 
to my knowledce by several ATPAers. It has been recommended that stan~ 
dards be establisied for measuring distances for DX records, 

Once upon a tine, an AIPAer (RE: Oct. 1957 bulletin) devised a 
system for néasuring. exact distances from station transmitter co-ordin- 
ates to the receivers location. Of course, this uethod required the 
use of « slide rule, and knowledge of advenced nmathenatics with which 
many of us are not ciften. The idea was received by most DxXers with a 
hearby chuckle as they thought of plodding through pages of formulas and 
tabulations in order to establish a DX record to the nearest tenth of — 
amile. For a long time the accurate distance problem was forgotten, 
since it is assumed that a DX reporter will measure accurately his ~ 
receptions when reporting then. 

However, it has recently been pointed out that DxXers have been 
using a "fanacle fa otor" amounting to hundreds of miles, WOW!.I hope 
we are not all guilty of this, But sone of usa have been avoiding the 
little duty of measuring off a map all distances to stations we receive, 
Of course, the result hes been records which read, for example, 1850 - 
miles instead of 1650 miles, 

The greedy, redord-huncry DXer who likes to use "fanacle factors" 
hurts our organization--ihy?--because he actually cheats another person 
out of necognition for his record, Another DXer may hold the actual 
record at a distance of, perhaps, 1800 miles; his distance, although - 
actually the real record for the stetiori, will never be recognized. . 

How do we relieve this problem? First of all, it must be requested 
thet we all measure our distances accurately on a reasonable "McNally" 
of some kind, 

Other sugcestions rance fron the reasonable to the totally absurd. 
Reasonable surcestions include: (1) including the DxXers location along 
with the station's location (this would tell everyone where the logging 
vas mede-- a falsehood could be easily seen). (2) Decide on a standard 
Large scale accurate map which everyone must use for determining distan- 
ees to stations from their locations, The ridiculous suggestions in- 
clude having everyone locate their own geographical co-ordinates, using 
triconometric function tables, and the method mentioned in the Oct, 
i957 bulletin. , 

Since this problem has arisen, it is necessary thet you,. as people 
affected by any rule.zal cing, must tell mé. what you vent done! (If you, 
want trig tables, I'm sure it can be arranced-- ‘e'll dig out Tom 
Hidley's.old math book if necessary).. Hovever,. the best arrangement - 
is probably ‘a-method whereby a DxXer becomes cognizant of the reasons . 
for heasurins accurately; Then each person will take the time to . 
measure properly in fairness everyone,
